WE are sorry that the very few remarks 
which we made upon the Wu-Shih-Shan 
Judgment have not satisfied our con- 
temporary of Foochow, and that he has 
thought fit, even in defence of British 
subjecta, to bolster up a bad case with 
an excess of partizanship and subsequent 
ill-temper which are worthy of a better 
cause. The Foochow Herald continues 
to mix up the riots with the legal ques- 
tions raised during the nino-days' hear- 
ing. Now,.as early as April 7th, we 
drew attention to thd advisability of 
separating the diplomatic and strictly 
legal points likely to be raised in this 
difficulty ; and although it wae to be 
desired that the Ohinese authorities 
should have gone into Court with clean 
hands—that is, without the suspicion of 
having incited the mob to bring matters 
to a crisis by lawless. proceedings—still, 
once in Court, the relative rights of 
the parties must be judged fairly upon a- 
purely legal and non-sentimental’ basis. 
Obief Justico French could. not be ex- 
pected ‘to give redress for excesses for 
which tho: Provincial authorities ‘wero. 
alone responsible, and the consideration. 
of which was the duty of ‘tho “British 
Minister at Peking. Thie position hav- 
-ing beon accepted by the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, and the rights of. the 
parties having been dispassionately dealt 
with, it is inadvisable: to criticise: the.
